THE GHOSTS GO EAST 


W.C.I. is not disappearing. Only a building of brick, steel, cement and wood will go; 
the initials and the spirit remain to move east. 

The building was not unimportant: the school's physical growth can be measured in 
the evolution of its buildings. The first class, about twenty boys, who filed into the 
Methodist Church on August 10th, 1857, to begin Weston Grammar School, were able to 
move to Weston's first Secondary School building in March 1858. This two story building 
at the corner of Elm and King streets, included the schoolroom — dominated by the 
teacher's desk and a stove — and rooms for the teacher's family and pupil boarders. On 
March 25, 1875, the Thursday before the Easter weekend, the building was destroyed by 
fire. By January of 1876 the pupils were able, again, to move out of the church 
headquarters into a new building on the same site and of almost the same design. 


From 1907 on, many people said that there must be a new high school. Those who 
were pushing to have the village proclaimed a Town, and those who were proud of the 
improving scholarship at the small school were among those who said, afford it or not, 
Weston had to have a new secondary school. Behind the scenes a site was chosen — a big 
strawberry patch belonging to Edward Eagle on William Street. Wallace Cruickshank, 
Chairman of the School Board, took an option on the property — for two dollars! 
Ultimately Mr. George Sainsbury was given the building contract, the work was begun in 
June 1912, the cornerstone laid on September 27, and the school opened in the fine new 
building the following September 1913. 


In September 1921, the Adolescent Act brought a flood of teenagers to fill the 
classrooms and overflow into the basement and to the new public school two blocks 
away. There had to be an addition to the 1913 core. Due to the efforts of one board 
member, Dr. E.F. Burton, a teacher of commercial subjects was appointed and plans to 
build a Vocational School addition were prepared. Between 1922 and 1925 the school, as 
many Weston people remember it, was built. To the 1913 core, four additional rooms 
were added to the south; a corridor, the vocational school, and a gymnasium-auditorium 
complex along Macdonald Street to complete the project. In 1925, four more rooms to 
the west and six to the Vocational School created a Weston High School that ranked third 
largest in Ontario outside of Toronto, the fifth in scientific equipment, and the only 
composite school in York County. 


In spite of continuous population growth and expanded educational demands, the 
next additions were long delayed by the Depression, World War II, Atlantic Pact Military 
Plans, and the Korean War. However, by 1950, attendance figures of 1200 made further 
delay ridiculous. In September a whole new wing on William Street gave W.C.V.S. a 
full-sized gymnasium, auditorium, cafeteria, and new classrooms, releasing room for a 
library and efficient office space. A nurses’ room, football field, and an expanded 
corridor completed the major change — and in the process College Street was lost. By the 
1960's, classrooms on the corridors, a much enlarged library, and more property did little 
to stop the mushrooming portables. 
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In September 1970, all those buildings will begin to disappear to be replaced by the 
very modern piece of architecture which looms over Pine Street. 


The initials W.C.I. carry with them the ghosts of all the changes from the Weston 
Grammar School of 1857 to 1871. A new Education Act which substituted high schools 
for grammar schools changed W.G.S. to W.H.S. until it became W.H.V.S. when the 
Vocational School was added. In 1939 its size and pride demanded collegiate status. 
W.C.V.S. it remained until a new sense of integration and a new connotation for the 
words “vocational school" changed the initials to W.C.I. in September 1965 . . . the 
initials which go east in September 1970. 


But much more than the buildings which disappear or rise and the initials that change 
is the spirit that goes east. W.C.I. takes with it a proud heritage of sportsmanship, 
cooperation, sacrifice, loyalty, and scholarship. 


Bob Grosskurth, editor of the 1939 Conning Tower, said, “No longer is the 
secondary school an institution where one goes with the sole purpose of mastering those 
subjects presented by the Department of Education . . . there are scores of extracurricular 
activities". Scores may have been exaggerating, but it was in the activities that the 
qualities of which Weston is proud were exhibited. 


Cooperation and sacrifice are two more qualities that must go eastward with the 
school. Think of the innumerable hours that members of the School Board have given to 
making changes possible. One name in Weston — Cruichshank — will have to represent all 
those unnamed members who gave years of service even over more than one generation. 
Remember the parents who sacrificed to keep children at school. Such principals as 
George Wallace, Alex Pearson, Ernie Worden, and Wes. Christie gave unstintingly of their 
time and thought to make Weston a school of which its graduates could be proud. Behind 
every Scholarship, every good job won, every happy citizen, every extracurricular activity 
was some teacher who was willing to sacrifice. And in every club and activity there were 
students willing to give, understanding that you only get from an institution what you 
put into it. No appeal was ever neglected — United Appeal, Korean Orphans, victims of 
Hurricane Hazel, the needy at Christmas — always the quota was topped. 


Extracurricular activities, no matter how important and exciting, were never allowed 
to obscure the traditions of scholarship. University Scholarships, including the Prince of 
Wales, were won from the very outset of the century, and since the inauguration of 
Provincial scholarships, Weston has held its head high with its winners. Weston is very 
fortunate, too, in the large number of individual and industrial scholarships awarded to a 
great variety of students. Each Commencement, pride in our past is reawakened with the 
presentation of the traditional prizes. 


May the spirit of the white W. . . . compounded of scholarship, ambition, 
civic-mindedness, cooperation, loyalty, tradition, and pride. . . . carry east to the new 


buildings whatever changes may come in the future.

This year, we must say “farewell” to one of our 
favourite teachers, Mr. Garlin, who has served the 
school so well for the past eight years. 

Mr. Garlin graduated from the Academy of Music 
at Weimar, Germany, and finished his Master’s at the 
Academy of Music in Berlin in 1936, Although he 
was presented with his Teacher’s Degree at this time, 
he preferred instead to play in such famous orchestras 
as the State Opera orchestra in Weimar, and the 
Stuttgart Symphony orchestra. Later, in Canada, he 
played with the Halifax Symphony and the Toronto Symphony orchestras. 

He came to Canada in 1952 with his family, and began life here as a simple labourer at the docks at Toronto Harbour, 
but in his spare time he worked for his Canadian teaching certificates and diplomas. Mr. Garlin came into teaching in 
1961, when he taught music at Brighton, Ontario. After a year, he began his career at Weston. 

His life is devoted to music and his students. In his spare time, between 1948 and 1952, he composed several choral 
and orchestra works. Through his tremendous knowledge and talent for music, he has helped hundreds of students 
through musical programmes. He gets his satisfaction through seeing, each year, a few pupils entering the Faculty of Music 


at the University of Toronto. 

We, the students, will remember Mr. Garlin not only for his memorable performances, but also for his precious gift of 
humour, and his shoulder always available to students who seek comfort. 

Who could forget those assemblies, music nights, commencements and football games, where Mr. Garlin added his 
spicy, sweet touches? 

His classes of students will always remember the memorable spares, card games, interesting theory periods, loud 
practical classes, endless scales and studies, fun exams, and above all, the love and devotion Mr. Garlin has always given. 

Mr. Garlin has made many students realize their potential talent for music. It would take more than words to express 
our thanks to this wonderful man.

These were 
distributed on the last school day before the Christmas Break to needy families in the 
area. 
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THE CONNING TOWER 


In the spring of 1927, the students of Weston beheld the first publication of the 
CONNING TOWER. Despite much research, it appears that the origin of the name “Conning 
Tower” has little significance; it was a rather arbitrary decision by the students involved with 
that first issue, based on the suggestion of an English teacher, Miss Mott. Perhaps it was inspired 
by Robert Service: 

The junior God looked from his place 
In the conning towers of heaven, 
And saw the world through the span of space, 
Like a giant golf-ball driven. 
(“The Junior God”) 
and the young people identified with this new and detached view of life. Their annual 
magazine, the CONNING TOWER, was to be the observation tower through which all the 
events of the school year could be viewed in entirety. 

In the forty-three years that have elapsed since the original edition, there have been few 
major changes. Each yearbook features the familiar advertisements, essays, poetry and 
classroom news, though it is said that in the earlier publications, creative writing predominated, 
and pictures were fewer. After the second World War, photography improved greatly and the 
CONNING TOWER included individual pictures of the graduates. along with a group picture 
from every form. Unfortunately, with the improved photography came a decline in the quality 
and quantity of the literary work submitted. 

The CONNING TOWER had always known financial difficulty. Four years after its 
initiation, the yearbook ceased publication in the years 1932-1936 due to the depression and 
students’ inability to pay for the copy. Improved art work and photography promised renewed 
enthusiasm in the 1937-1941 editions, but again prices for both labour and materials soared 
during World War II, and the financial resources were so depleted that the CONNING TOWER 
was not revived again until 1949. 

From that year onward there has been a publication every spring, some years more from 
tradition than true enthusiasm or desire. A yearbook reveals so much about the school; its 
youth, its ideas, its ambitions — it may well be the showcase of the school to those who will 
never see the building, nor meet those whose lives are moulded within its walls. Certainly there 
is room for many improvements, and improvements can only result from effort. Whether it be 
literary work, photography, art, salesmanship, or just some good old-fashioned encouragement, 
each little effort adds to the whole; energy is never lost.
